2. AL AHRAM REPORTS THAT FORD-SADAT MEETING WAS PRECEDED 
BY STATEMENTS BY "TOP U.S. OFFICIAL, ALLEGED BY INFORMED 
POLITICAL CIRCLES, TO BE SECRETARY KISSINGER HIMSELF," 

THAT BOTH PRESIDENTS WILL DISCUSS ISRAEL'S FUTURE BORDERS, 
ESSENTIAL ARAB-ISRAELI PLEDGES EOR PEACE, PALESTINIAN PROBLEM 
AND JERUSALEM. AL AKHBAR DIRECTLY ATTRIBUTES SAME POINTS 

TO SECRETARY KISSINGER. ACCORDING TO AL AHRAM, OFEICIAL

IN SEPARATE ITEM, PAPER QUOTES EGYPTIAN OEEICIAL STATEMENT 
TO UPI THAT "GENEVA CONEERENCE MAY BE HELD LATE THIS YEAR" 

AND THAT "EGYPT DOES NOT WANT TO SEE CONEERENCE LIMITED 
TO ANGRY SPEECHES." MEANWHILE, AL GOMHOURIYA FRONTPAGES 
PREDICTIONS THAT, ACCORDING TO U.S. SOURCES, PRESIDENT 
EORD WILL PRESENT FULL PEACE PROPOSAL LATE THIS MONTH 
AND THAT SECRETARY KISSINGER WILL RESUME "ME MISSION" 

DURING JULY. 

3. MEMBER OE EGYPTIAN PARLIAMENTARIAN GROUP WHO VISITED 
U.S. RECENTLY, LEILA TAKLA, CONTRIBUTES ARTICLES IN BOTH 
AL AHRAM AND AL AKHBAR ON OBSERVATIONS DURING U.S. TRIP 
AND U.S. RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL AND ARABS. TAKLA'S ARTICLE 
IN AL AHRAM MAINTAINS THAT, IN EARLY STAGES OE ARAB- 
AMERICAN RELATIONS, U.S. WAS NOT WELL INFORMED OE 

ME REALITIES. VISITING EGYPTIAN PARLIAMENTARIANS, HOWEVER, 
EOUND GROWING UNDERSTANDING OE ME AND EGYPTIAN SITUATION 
NOT ONLY AMONG U.S. LEGISLATIVE AND EXECUTIVE POLICY 
MAKERS, BUT ALSO AMONG AVERAGE PEOPLE. BESIDES, SHE 
ADDS, "THERE WAS INCREASING NUMBER OE JOURNALISTS, UNIVER-

OR, U.S. SUPPORT MIGHT BE IN EORM OE "SUSPENDED AID" THAT 

PRESIDENT EORD EAVORS. TAKLA EXPRESSES VIEW THAT, BY 

EXERTING EXAGGERATED INFLUENCE, ZIONIST GROUPS 

WORK AGAINST THEIR OWN INTERESTS AND "UNINTENTIONALLY 

CAUSE AMERICAN- ARAB RAPPROCHEMENT." TAKLA FAVORS CONTINUING 

U.S. - ARAB CONTACTS BECAUSE "CONGRESS MEMBERS HAVE 
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STATED THEY WERE IMPRESSED NOT ONLY BY ARAB SOLIDARITY,

4. TAKLA'S ARTICLE IN AL AKHBAR CITES I) STATEMENTS BY 
PRESIDENT EORD THAT "SETTLING ME PROBLEM IS IN U.S. NATIONAL 
INTERESTS, " 2) SECRETARY KISSINGER'S VIEW THAT "ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL IS NECESSARRY" AND 3) ROCKEFELLER'S REMARKS ON 
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ZIONIST PROPAGANDA PENETRATION IN U.S. ARTICLE CLASSIFIES 
CONGRESSMEN IN FOUR GROUPS: 1) FEW WHO ARE CONVINCED OF ARAB 
RIGHTS, 2) MANY WHO ARE ULTRA-ACTIVE SUPPORTERS OF ISRAEL, 

3) THOSE WHO ARE UNIFORMED, AND 4) THOSE WHO ARE HESITANT.
